Indians to understand and get ac- 
customed to self-rule," Dolan re- 
marks. "But gradually they will 
learn to like it." 


Dolan's ten-member committee, 


representing the five districts of 
the reservation, will govern the 
affairs of 750 Indiana. Of these 
525 are Mescalero Apaches. Two 
hu idred are Chirauchaucau Apa- 
ches, whose fathers and grandfa- 
thers fought with Geronimo ag- 
ainst the whites. 


In 1913, after Geronimo's death, 


the Chirauchaucaus, prisoners at 
Fort Sill, Okla., were 
transfer- 


red to the Mescalero reservation. 
Twenty-five are Lapane, or Mexi- 
can Apaches. 


President Dolan is assisted by 


a vice president, a secretary and 
treasurer. The secretary, 
Belle

the reservation lands in common. 
An individual is assigned an aver- 
age of 30 acres of 
farm 
land, 


but he cannot sell the land, and 
if he fails to use it the land re-

their own financial affairs in a 
business-like manner. 
And each 


voting Apache will have a voice 
in running the corporation.

THE FINGER NAILS not only 


respond to general diseases in the 
body, as described yesterday, but 
they are subject to their own local 


and particular 
diseases. 


One of these 


is hypertrophy 
of the nails, or 
overgrowth of 
the nail plate 
in any direc- 
tion. The nails 
become thick- 
ened, 
curved 


a n d clawlike. 
It is more like- 
ly to affect the 
nail of th e 
great toe than 


,<?thers- 
usually is as- 


sociated with other skin diseases 
such as psoriasis, eczema and oc- 
cupation dermatitis. Some nerv- 
ous diseases also cause it and it 
may result from injury. 


In treatment the horny masses 


underneath the nail plates can be 
dissolved out by a solution of 
sodium hydrate or a milder rem- 
edy, salicylic acid. 


Atrophy of the nails also occurs 


It may occur in all the nails of 
both the fingers and toes. The 
nails become smaller and lose their 
elasticity and luster. The surface 
may be marked by pits or depres- 
sions. Most of the cases are con 
genital and hereditary, although 
sometimes they are due to infec 
tion or injury. Little can be done 
to ard most of these cases, al 
though the use of arsenic has 
sometimes resulted in benefit. 


A curious phenomenon is the pe 


riodical shedding of all the nails. 


It usually occurs in nervous 
neurotic individuals. Milder to- 
st ances may take the form of too** 
ejung of all the nails, just Ilk* a 
loose tooth, although, unlike a 
loose tooth, they sometime! tight* 
en up again. 


Roughness Due to Infoettoa 
Brittle, rough nails, with mor* 


>r less uncomfortable inflammation 
around the nail beds, usually ar« 
due to infection of the nail bed, 
and usually 
with some fungu* 


similar to ringworm, though pua 
nfections and yeast infections ar« 
quite common. This is the com- 
monest cause of unsightly flngw 
nails. 


The ringworm is much the sam« 


as that which causes athlete'* 
foot, although this usually occurs 
.n the finger nails. It ia easy to 
see how the finger nails could be 
infected this way, because a spot 
of athlete's foot will readily infect 
them, and ringworm is carried 
from one to many parts of th« 
body usually by the patient'^ 
finger nails. 


Treatment is usually successful, 


although it requires a good deal of 
patience because results do not oc- 
cur usually in less than a year** 
time. Soaking the fingers in hot 
soap suds and then soaking them 
in some antiseptic like a moderate- 
ly strong potassium permanganate 
solution, then dipping them in ox- 
alic acid solution to prevent stain- 
ing, and coating the nails with fun 
strength Whitfield's ointment, ha* 
been highly recommended. It may. 
have to be kept up for some time 
before results begin to appear. 


The X-rays usually have to be 


used sooner or later, and are about 
the best form of treatment for 
these infections.
